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AUDITORS. 
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FISH WARDEN. 
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Annual Report. 


In presenting the annual report we would call attention 
to the fact, as shown by the Treasurer’s report of last year, 
the receipts of the town were $35,616.40; this year they have 
been $31,319.70, a shrinkage of $4,296.70, although the amount 
of tax raised has been for both years practically the same. The 
largest sum in this shrinkage is uncollected taxes. The next 
and most important of all is the falling off in the balance due 
the town from the State after paying the State tax. This 
drop has been in the last two years $1,389.33, almost wholly 
in the Savings Bank tax, and leaves the town with a much re- 
duced income from this source. The third item of shrinkage 
lies in the fact that your Selectmen have, for the first time in 
twenty years, refrained from borrowing money on the town’s 
credit in order to carry the town to the end of the fiscal year. 
Through an error in copy or in computing last year, we find 
that there was a difference of $220.00 against the town in the 
outstanding town notes, and the showing for the town at that 
time was that amount better than it “should have been. 
The highway property has heretofore been received as assets 
of the town, at cost; we have given the property a fair value, 
and consequently lost over $600.00 in the assets, as computed 
in the financial condition of the town. Notwithstanding these 
shrinkages we are well satisfied in the showing made by us for 
the town. 
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TOWN POOR. 

The town has been called to pay less for its poor than 
for many years. The poor farm commenced the year with 
practically nothing, no dressing for the land, no hay or stock 
of any amount and no provisions. This has made it uphill 
work for the agent, who ends the vear with the reverse of the 
above. The net cost has been to the town about $250.00. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The Selectmen have caused to be laid nearly 7,000 feet 
of sidewalks, using their best judgment in placing it. There 
is need of much more and we have had a number of petitions 
presented for sidewalks that could not be acted favorably upon 
from a lack of funds. There is urgent need of more walks, 
and we would heartily recommend that a sum of money, not 
less than last year, be raised for this purpose ; more could be 
profitably used. 

TOWN RECORDS. 

The exposed condition of the town records and other 
property of the town we would call to your attention, and ur- 
gently ask you to take favorable action regarding the articles 
in the warrant covering this matter, both for their preservation, 
indexing and filing. The town could ill afford to lose this 
property, as there is much of historic value. 

TOWN HISTORY. 

The article in the warrant relating to the town history 
ought to be acted upon favorably. No town in our State has 
more or better material than ours, and it is to our discredit 
that the town has taken so little interest in the matter. A 
committee was appointed a number of years ago and with the 
encouragement they have had cannot be blamed for the prog- 
ress made, It must be understood that work of this kind takes 
time, and time is money. Money has never been appropriated 
for this purpose, but should be at the coming meeting, and the 
committee on town history reorganized and put on a substantial 
footing.

Report of the Board of Health. 


a ee eee 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Hillsborough, N. H.: 

Tt is a source of congratulation to all, that a general 
condition of health prevailed throughout the year. There has 
been no epidemic of any kind. Only two cases of contagious 
disease reported during the year. One case of diphtheria, 
which was quarantined by the attending physician, and the 
premises properly disinfected afterwards; not commuuicated. 
One case of typhoid fever, unhappily fatal. In neither case 
could any local cause be discovered. 

Your board, as originally constituted, consisted of Dr. Ed- 
ward F. Bibber, John W. Jackman and John Goodell, M. D., 
and was organized April 17, 1896, by choosing John Goodell, 
chairman, and Edward F. Bibber, secretary. The sanitary 
regulations of previous years were adopted; later in the year 
three additional regulations were added to those already in 
force, which were duly published in conformity to the Statutes. 
On April 28 Mr. Hamilton E. Claflin was appointed Inspector 
of Plumbing and Sewerage, who rendered efficient service in 
that capacity. The largest part of the active work of the 
Board devolved upon Messrs Bibber and Jackman, they being 
residents of the Precinct; but the full Board made three tours 
of inspection of premises concerning which complaints had been 
made; not without good cause. Our suggestions for the cor- 
rection of nuisances were as a whole, courteously received and 
cheerfully complied with. 

Loon Pond was visited during the summer and its shores 
inspected and found in a clean condition. We believe, with a 
little care, the water of this pond will continue in its present 
purity indefinitely. . 

Owing to the removal from town of Dr. Bibber and the la- 
mented death of Mr. Jackman the vacancies thus caused were 
filled by the appointment of W. W. Griffiths, M. D., and Mr 
Edwin L. Carr. Mr. Claflin resigned, much to our regret 
Jan. 1, 1897, to engage in business. 

The Board had great difficulty in procuring suitable dump- 
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ing ground. The first location engaged was soon witidrawn 
and the second, on West Main street, proved too near both the 
highway and private residences, and is hereby discontinued. 
We recommend that the Selectmen should, by lease or pur- 
chase, provide a plat of ground sufficiently removed from pub- 
lic or private occupancy to prevent its becoming a nuisance, 
where the debris can be burned from time to time as it accumu- 
lates. 

We wish at this time to call attention to the fact that there 
are still many residences and public buildings within the 
thickly settled portion of the precinct, which are not yet con- 
nected with the sewer, which certainly should be. Uowever 
well privies and cesspools are cared for, they cannot fail to 
become more or less offensive and dangerous to health in the 
hot weather of summer; and we hope the owners of all such 
residences, tenement houses and business blocks situated with 
in the Statute distance of one hundred feet of the sewer, 
shoutd immediately make arrangements to become properly 
connected, so that our successors in office may be relieyed of 
the possible necessity of taking arbitrary measures to cause 
the same to be done.

As the school year now closes Aug. Ist, the appended sta- 
tistical report is made up to that date. In future, the board 
will issue a special report during the fall, after the close of the 
school year. 
ist the opening of the last year, owing to the increase in 
the number of pupils, it was decided to form a new class and 
use the school hali for the same. ‘This year, by a re-arrange- 
ment of the grades and increasing the number of pupils in the 
lower rooms, the hall has not been used and an assistant could 
be provided for the High School without increasing the num- 
ber of teachers. ‘The higher grade in the Grammer Depart- 
ment was moved into the High School room and Miss Buxton 
was made assistant teacher in the High School. By this ar- 
rangement more time can be devoted to each class, which here- 
totore has been entirely inadequate for a proper presentation 
of any study. It should be borne in mind that the amount of 
time which a teacher can devote to any study is measured, not 
by the number of scholars in the room, but by the number of 
classes, each class in the higher grades requiring practically the 
same time to a lesson, whether it contains five or fifteen pupils. 
Last year the study of Latin was begun in the High School, all 
the grades having the same lessons and reciting in the same 
class. ‘This year it has been continued, those studying it last 
year taking an advanced course, while the entering class has 
taken the preparatory course, thus making one more class in 
’ the room than last year, and without the arrangement provid- 
ing for an assistant, it would have been impossible to, devote 
suitable time to each lesson. 

The introduction of the study of music and drawing is 
earnestly desired by the Board of Education, but to do this in 
a satisfactory manner would entail some extra expense, and as 
the appropriation of Jast Maich was barely enough to cover 
the regular expenses; the board bas not felt at liberty Yo spead 
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any money for that purpose. Itis hoped that the appropria- 
tion for the ensuing year may be large enough to cover the ex- 
pense of these studies. 

The principal items for repairs during the last fiscal year 
have been for anew floor in basement, a porch over basement 
door and a scuttle in roof. We would recommend an appro- 
priation of a sum of money to establish a standpipe in the 
school building, connected with the town water works, with 
hose and nozzles at each floor, for fire protection.

In presenting our annual school report to the citizens of 
the Town School District, we do not expect to place before 
you one upon whose every line or page, perfection is stamped. 
But we think we can say, that in our opinion, the schools as a 
whole have been kept up to as high a standard as they have 
borne in the years gone by; more than this, we believe in some 
respects they have made advancement. Yet there remains 
much room for progress, and if we could work in co-operation 
and unison as teacher, pupils and parents, we sincerely believe 
that we could make such a change in the aspect and outlook o 
our schools that would surprise even ourselves. : 

If we, as parents, have a proper. interest in the welfare 
of our children we should let no trivial matter clash with the 
government of the teacher. Let us strive to help the teacher 
by teaching the children that to be respectful, courteous and 
obedient to those in authority are traits of character which 
will elevate and ennoble, and if practised, will always create 
self-respect. 

The schools have averaged 8 4-5 weeks in a term. It 
has been our ambition to lengthen the schools. Our school 
year is too short for the best results. If the generosity of the 
citizens would allow us ten weeks schooling in a term, we 
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think their liberality would be appreciated, and it would be a 
good investment for the rising generation. 

New maps and geographical readers have been added to 
our schools and a change in geography and arithmetic, with the 
best of results. It has been said that they who commence life’s 
battle with an active brain and empty pockets are better 
equipped than though they were possessed of untold wealth. 
Then let us see that ovr children have proper material to work 
with: 

The selection of teachers is of the greatest importance to 
the welfare of our schools. Realizing this we have endeavored 
to make the best possible selection, and in most cases have 
been amply repaid. But with good instructors and proper sup- 
plies there is one’ thing more that is needful to make a _ success 
of our schools, and that is the co-operation of the parents. 
When the scholars are not as respectful and obedient as they 
should be we would have the parents equal burden-bearers. 
That sympathy is mistaken which interferes with the dignity of 
the schoolroom, that love a misplaced affection which listens to 
the whims of our children when it conflicts with the authority 
of their instructors. 

Too much time is lost in absences and tardiness. Much 
derangement and mischief are due to these faults. Parents, 
see that your children are promptly on time and attend school 
every day. Do not criticize the teachers unjustly. God did 
not make them perfect any more than he has you. 

In conclusion, we would recommend to all our citizens to 
cherish the institutions of common schools, for upon them de- 
pends the education of the masses. believing our school sys- 
tem to be one of the most essential safeguards of American 
liberty, let us make every reasonable sacrifice to sustain it.
